In making up my mind as to a 
choice between conflicting causes I 
often find myself reading the argu­ 
ments 
against a proposal before 
examining the case made by its 
advocates. 
This 
seems to me a 
tim e-saving device, because some 
of my greatest enthusiasm s have 
sprung 
immediately 
Into 
being 
through 
a 
revulsion 
against the 
opposition. 
Thus, in regard to the Roosevelt 
proposals, an editorial in the New 
York Herald Tribune called “Strik­ 
ing at the Roots” moved me even

I think the roots ought to 
he the goal of the American people. 
Let us exam ine briefly a few of

The coal 
miners’ union does not limit the number of 
its members provided it can keep in the 
good graces of the union heads. 
In the C. I. O. unions, all workers in an 
industry a iv presumed to have an equal, 
voice in electing officers and establishing 
wages for different kinds of work. 
Those men who are skilled, contend that 
the unskilled workers would out-vote them 
and there would be little difference in 
amount of wages paid the skilled and the 
unskilled. They contend that this would re­ 
tard the number of workers who would 
make The .sacrifice to learn a skilled trade 
and thus a great injustice would be done 
through retarding production, greatly re­ 
ducing the standard of living of all work­ 
ers. 


It probably is a safe bet that the rival 
forces in Spain will fight it out to the bit­ 
te! md with the aid of such outside forces 
as they are able to get. despite all the talk 
about an international embargo on muni­ 
tions and recruits. 
For although this talk is heard in all 
the great European capitals, the various 
statesmen don't seem able to agree on any 
plan for translating talk into action; and 
the reason is fairly obvious — thcv just 
don’t trust one another. 
Instead of being genuinely interested in 
letting 
the Spanish 
people settle 
their 
troubles 
by 
themselves, 
these 
eminent 
statesmen arc all thinking of the advan­ 
tages their own nations can get out of 
the mess -or of the advantages they can 
keep their rivals from getting. 
So the war goes on. and an internation- 
il agreement to keep it a purely Spanish 
affair looks very remote. 


AN ECONOMIC REASON 


At a meeting of chemical engineers in 
Bait in vre. R. C. Stratton, insurance com­ 
pany executive, made some statements that 
should interest every employer. 
The cost of industrial hazards, he con­ 
tends. does not end with the mere pay­ 
ment of money to the employe injured. 
Some industrial diseases are so slow in 
their inception 
and 
detection 
that 
em­ 
ployes may work for months or weeks with 
greatly imparted efficiency. 
In the South African gold mining in­ 
dustry alone, he points out. the disease of 
silicosis costs approximately 30 per cent of 
the value of the gold obtained in the mines. 
When humanitarian reasons fail to pre­ 
vail. perhaps this argument will impress 
upon employers the wisdom of safeguard­ 
ing their workers’ health. 
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MUST BE LESS CONTROL 
STATE BOUNDARY PATROLS 


It is often said that, under the present 
complicated condition, it is necessary to 
have more and more government regula­ 
tion. 
This might be true in case of mon­ 
opolies but it is exactly the opposite in case 
of private business. 
Many years ago, when the people could 
only expect food and a little shelter and 
Indulgences, it made little difference whether 
the 
individual 
was 
regulated 
or not— 
whether he was compelled to work at what 
the politicians desired. 
There were then 
only a few skilled lines of work so that the 
production would not be so greatly reduced 
if a man got in the wrong line of work. 
Now, however, with more than 20,000 
different kinds of work recognized by the 
government and these lines of work vary­ 
ing so greatly, in the need of intelligence. 
it is of the utmost importance that the 
individual have the utmost freedom in de­ 
termining the line of work he desires to fol­ 
low. 
This is absolutely necessary in order 
to secure the right man for the different 
and complicated jobs. 
We need now more freedom for the right 
of initiative to produce than ever lief ore 1 
in all history, 
It is true that we might have more reg­ 
ulation as to individual rights to destroy, 
consume or combine for restraint of trade 
than ever before. 
It- is necessary’ that the j 
people begin -to realize that we need more 
liberty and freedom of certain kinds and 
less liberty and freedom of other kinds. ! 
as our society becomes more complicated, j
